B e r l i n , December 7 .—The l a t e s t n e w s 
from Em in Pasha is that there are 
strong hopes of his recovery. The brain 
is known to be uninjured, and the fever 


hi reduced. 
I n response to an inquiry 
trom the Emperor, Mejor W iisman yes­ 
terday cabled: “ Em in Pasha is m uch 
better, but be must for the present re­ 
main at Bagamoyo. 
He charges me to 
tell your Majesty th a t the Em peror’s 
congratulations are th e best reward for 
all his work, and th at he begs leave to 
express his hnm ble thanks for them .” 
The Em peror cabled to E m in : “ Now 
that yon have at last returned from your 
post, where you have rem ained over 
eleven years, with truly German loyalty 
and devotion to duty, I am glad to greet 
you. I have felt especial satisfaction 
from the fact th at it was through terri­ 
tory under our protection that German 
forces were able to smooth the way to 
the coast for your return.” 
At the samo tim e th e Em peror cabled 
to Stanley as follows: 
“ Thanks for your 
perseverance and inflexible courage. Yon 
h are now, after repeatedly crossing the 
Dark Continent, overcome a long suc­ 
cession of exceeding perils and almost 
nnendurable hardships. That after sur­ 
m ounting those your 
return journey 
should lead you through lands covered 
by my flag affords me great satisfaction, 
and I welcome you heartily to civiliza­ 
tion and security.” 
Stanley wired an answer, in which he 
speaks of his hospitable entertainm ent 
by Wiseman and others, and the honors 
extended by the Germau officers, anti 
eloaed as follows: “ 1 am profoundly 
impressed with Your M ajasty'a conde­ 
scending kindness and gracious welcome. 
W ith a fall and sincere heart L exclaim : 
Long life, noble Em peror W illiam !” 
The Em peror was immensely pleased 
with Stanley’s reply, which shows that 
he has caught the ring and style agree­ 
able to imperial ears. 
THE STARVING COLLIERS. 
The miners’strike, involving ae it does 
now the whole field of mining operations 
in W estphalia, coupled with the at­ 
titude of the Reichstag toward the fe> 
cialist bill, threatens to em barass the 
Government very seriously. 
The motion to repeal the law exacting 
from workingmen certificates from their 
last employers, provoked in th e House a 
significant 
debate. 
Dr. 
W m dthorst 
warned the m inistry th a t the feeling of 
the country was with the miners, and i! 
the law did not interfere to protect them 
from the tyranny of the companies, the 
m en wonld certainly be driven to the 
last extrem ity of starvation and despair. 
Deputy H um m acher (National Liberal) 
defended the employers. 
The employers now refuse even to ne­ 
gotiate with the delegates sent to them 
on behalf of the men. 
H err Boetticher, 
M inister of the Interior, sent dispatches 
to the Em peror aud Bismarck, recom­ 
m ending that an im perial commission to 
arbitrate the difference*! be immediately 
created. Troops are held in readiness to 
guard against and snppress any resort to 
violence. The men ia the Treasury coal 
mine?, in the Saar district, have for­ 
warded a petition to the Emperor, ap­ 
pealing for help. They say even unm ar­ 
ried men cannot live on the present 
wages. 
niSMARCK’s PEACE MAKING FUNCTIONS. 
The relations between tho Foreign 
Offices here and in Vienna mov« in the 
direction of the aggravation of ail the 
bad features. Count Kalnoky, according 
to official advices, finds his colleagues re­ 
luctant to follow Bismarck’s line of con­ 
ciliation with Russia, and therefore de- 
Bires to resign, leaving Baron Kallay in 
office as his successor. Count Kalnoky 
is reported to have said that Austria has 
postponed the recognition of Prince Fer­ 
dinand out of respect for tho wishes of 
Bismarck, but the ultim ate recognition 
of Ferdinand waa a well-settled point in 
h ia policy. I t íb plain that Bismarck’s 
function as a peacemaker íb becoming a 
point o f great friction between the Min­ 
isters. 


T H E E X IL E D MONARCH. 


D om Pedro A rrives n t L isb on —’T h e 
S tory o f file D ep o sitio n , 
L o n d o n, December 7. — The eteamer 
Alagoaa, with ex-Em peror Dom Pedro 
of Brazil and party on board, and flying 
the old Brazilian flag, arrived in the 
Tagus thiB morning, 
bhe anchored off 
Belem, a suburb of Lisbon, opposite 
Lanearetto, but was not compelled to 
undergo quarantine. The party came 
ashore immediately. 
Dom Pedro and party landed at the 
naval arsenal. 
Before they left the 
steam er she was boarded by King Carlos, 
who extended a" warm welcome to ihe 
ex-Emperor. Dom Pedro is in excellent 
spirits and appears not to have suffered 
by the recent events in Brazil. I t ia 
said th at he intended to issue a mani- 
fea to to the Brazilian people. 
THE SUMMONS TO ABDICATE. 
It is learned from interviews with mem­ 
bers of Dom Pedro’s party that he and 
family were at his sum m er residence at 
Petropolis, near Rio de Janeiro, when 
the revolution occurred. Upon learning 
w hat had happened he at once returned 
to Rio de Janeiro and held a meeting of 
his Ministers. 
He tried to form a new 
M inistry with Sarawa at its head, but to 
thiB D a Fonseca objected, saying that a 
republic had been declared and was sup­ 
ported by the m ilitary; that the presence 
of the impetial family in Brazil was in­ 
com patible with the existing state of 
affairs, and th a t they muBt soon leave 
the country. 
. 
The Em peror, after consulting his 
friends, decided to acquiesce to the de­ 
m ands of th e republicans. No com­ 
munications were allowed to pass be­ 
tween Dom Pedro and the foreign repre­ 
sentatives. 
At 2 o’clock th e following morning 
Major Tompofice, with a detachm ent of 
soldiers, went to the palace and placed 
the members of tho Im perial family 
under arrest while in bed. 
He bore a 


written order from General Da Fonseca 
that the Emperor and family should 
embark forthwith. 


BANI8HXD BKFORB DAYBREAK. 
The government wonld not allow them 
to wait nntil daylight, as they feared any 
demonstration in the street in favor of 
Dom Pedro might result in bloodshed, 
th e measure 
was considered doubly 
necessary by the Republican leaders, as 
the students in the city were well sup­ 
plied with arm s and greatly excited. 
Count D’En and wife, PrincosB Isabel, 
the Em peror’s daughter and their chil­ 
dren were compelled to leave th e place 
at 3 o’clock Sunday m orning and walk to 
the quay. 
Dom Pedro and the Em press followed 
immediately in a carriage, under escort 
cf a body of troops. The Im perial family 
embarked in a steam launch aud were 
taken to the man-of-war, which im medi­ 
ately proceeded to Ilh a G raude, almost 
sixty-eight miles from Rio de Janeiro, 
where the party were kept as prisoners 
until afternoon, when they were trans­ 
ferred to the Alagoas, and the latter ves­ 
sel at once Bailed for Lisbon. 


HE WILL GO TO TARIS. 
Dom Pedro declines to discuss the re­ 
cent events in Brasil. Count D 'E a in­ 
tends to go to Spain on a visit to the 
Duke de Montpennier. Dom Pedro will 
probably remain in Lisbon a few days, 
then proceed to Peris. 


DOM PEDRO'S OWN STATEMENT. 
.L o n d o n , December 7.—A special dis­ 
patch from Lisbon says: 
In an inter­ 
view on board the Alagoas, th e ex-Em ­ 
peror Raid that he did not intend to ísbob 
a manifesto. H e said : 
“ I have no desire to busy myself longer 
with Brazilian affairs. I had no inter­ 
course with the republican government. 
I received a telegram at Petropolis a n ­ 
nouncing that the revolution had tri­ 
umphed. 
Upon its receipt I went to Rio 
de Janeiro and plaoed myself at the dis­ 
posal of the revolutionary government. 
The palace at Rio de Janiero was in ­ 
stantly encircled by troops and ingresa 
aud egress stopped. 
The Beige lasted 
thirty-two hours, during which time my 
family Buffered much from want of food. 
We were then taken secretly, after m id­ 
night, between a double file of soldiers, 
trom th e palace and placed on board a 
war ship. As soon as we were on board 
she departed for Ilha G rande. 
Upon 
arrival there, though the sea was rough, 
we were transferred in sm all boats to 
the Alagoas. 
The Em press was agi­ 
tated aud weeping continually. 
H er 
hands and wrists were hurt os ehe was 
being hauled on board the Alagoas. 
I 
myself was deeply affected, and epent 
the time watching the coast as it gradu­ 
ally disappeared from view. 
When the 
ehore line dropped below the horizon, I 
let fly a carrier pigeon, bearing my fare­ 
well message to Brazil.” 


UIS EAGERNESS FOR NEWS. 
Tbs Em peror eagerly questioned the 
interviewer about events in Brazil. The 
Em press appears dazed. 
She said she 
never would forgive those republicans 
for their roughness. The party was met 
at the pier bv old servants weeping. E n 
route to the hotel they were respectfully 
greeted by the people. 


DOM PEDRO’S FUTWBlt. 
L is b o n , December 7.— Many inquiries 
have oeen made of Dom Pedro touching 
his future and his attitude toward the 
Government of Brazil. In answer to all 
these he confines himself to the declara­ 
tion that if oummoued to appear in B ra­ 
zil he will go. 
He alludes to some of the 
prime movers in the revolution with re­ 
spect, to others with disdain. 
Some of 
these men were in direct communication 
with him , but all that passed between 
them were through intermediaries. The 
conspiracy was a complete surprise to 
every one. 
It was after em barking that the Em ­ 
peror heard of the decree continuing bis 
civil list. 
He declared that he will not 
accept either the list or th e donation of 
money offered him by the provisional 
government. 


COUNT d ’e u ’s LOYALTY. 
The Journal of the Brazilian Republic 
of November 19th publishes a loiter from 
Count d ’Eu, the Em peror’s son-in-law, 
to the Minister of W ar, resigning the 
command of the artillery, and request­ 
ing leave to go abroad. 
The Count 
writes that he had loyally served Brazil, 
and but for the circumstances which 
obliged him to quit the country, he 
would be ready to serve it under any 
form of government. 


TKDRO AT THE TOMB OF HIS FATHER. 
In the evening, before going to the 
Hotel Braganza, where the Im perial 
family is quartered, Dora Pedro drove to 
the burial place of the House of Bra­ 
ganza, and, kDeeling on the tomb of his 
father, remained some tim e in prayer. 
Dom 
Pedro 
has already received 
numerous 
telegram s from 
European 
sovereigns and notables. Till late in the 
evening the halls of the Braganza hotel 
were crowded with m inisters and] diplo 
matB wailing to be received by l)om 
Pedro. 
Dom Pedro and wife were attired 
in a simple manner.

HE WAS A PLUNGER. 


Awoetatod Prcas IMiD&tches to th e H bkald 1 


W a s h in g to n , December 7.—Sargeant- 
at-Arms Leedom ha? been gathering ad­ 
ditional facts beariog on the defalcation 
of Cashier Silcott. 
There has been a 
good deal of speculation as to why Sil­ 
cott took up a num ber of notes at the 
National M etropolitan Bank last week 
jnet before he disappeared. 
Leedom has 
secured an explanation, which is to the 
effect th a t the cashier forged the names 
of mem bers of the House and others to 
thirty-five notes, aggregating $14,500. It 
was these notes which he took up No­ 
vem ber 27th. 
Leedom’s theory is that Silcott has 
gone to Canada. 
It 1b believed, how­ 
ever, that he can be extradited. 
It was 
reported this m orning that he bad been 
seen in New Yoik en route for Buffalo, 
and that he bad been arrested in Albany. 
The reports lack confirmation. 
Members of the House claim that the 
Governm ent will have to make the sums 
lest good to them. 
THE COMMITTER'S REVELATIONS. 
The Congressional 
Comm ittee con­ 
tinued its ioquiry into the affair of the 
3ergeant-at-Arms’ office today. 
Representative Thompson, of Ohio, 
was before tho committee this afternoon 
in connection with the inquiry into tho 
character of the notes taken up by Sil­ 
cott. 
He was confronted with the record 
of a note purporting to be his, for the 
am ount of a m onth’s salary. It was 
cashed September 17th. Thompson de­ 
clared that he was not in Washington in 
September. 
H e denied that he ever 
made snch a note. 
Representative 
Stone, 
of M issouri, 
Mansur, C arnth, Crisp, H erbert and four 
or five others testified the same in res­ 
pect to notes made out in their names, 
C arnth stating that he was in Europe 
when the note purporting to be his note 
was made. 
HIS HOUR OF RECKONING. 
_ It is believed th e forged notes were 
issued by Silcott to cover losses on horse 
races; that he hoped to win enough 
money to take them up, b u t failed to do 
so, and simply got deeper in the pit. 
W ith the opening of the new Congress 
hie boar of reckoning had oome, and 
being unable to settle up, he decided to 
make another big hanl and skip the 
country. Before going with the money 
he got from the Treasury, it is now un­ 
derstood ha consulted his lawyer, who 
advised him to take up the notes, to as 
to destroy the evidence of the forgeries, 
as th a t crime is covered by the extradi­ 
tion treaty with Great Britain. 
While 
the taking up of these notes has em bar­ 
rassed the evidence of forgery, it is 
thonght an indictm ent can be returned 
for forgery by the Grand Ju ry , thus mak­ 
ing his extradition possible if he is found 
iu Canada. As eoou as possible the case 
will be sent to th e G rand Jury, and an 
attem pt will be made to serve indict­ 
m ents for forgery and for grand larceny. 
HB PLUNGED DREPER AND DBKPBR. 
As an evidence of how Silcott was try­ 
ing to save him self by plunging deeper 
&nd deeper into every gambling scheme 
to get monev to make good his forgeries, 
the fact is disclosed that for the past two 
months he has bought five whole lottery 
tickets each month.

Foster denied em phatically that any 
committee was appointed in Camp 20 to 
try Cronin, and had quite a tilt with the 
State’s Attorney on this point. Beggs, 
he said, had always counseled in favor 
u f peace and unity. Continuing, he 
laid : 
“ Hang him because he is the 
friend of Alexander Sullivan i I do not 
know whether he is or not. I do know 
Alexander Sullivan has been arrested in 
this case and been discharged under the 
evidence by one of the ablest and oldest 
jurists that 
sits 
upon 
the 
bench 
in 
this S late; 
that 
his esse has 
been 
presented to the Grand Jury 
and the bill ignored; that the bonds 
under which he was required to answer 
have been canceled, and he is a free 
man.

After further argum ent Foster told the 
jury they must either find Beggs guilty 
or acquit him entirely.

A D O P E F I E N D 'S R E V E N U E , 


Ttae T errib le T ragedy E n acted by a 
R ejected S u itor. 
S t . Louis, December 7 .— A terrible 
tragedy occurred this morning at the 
house of John Anson, 3,134 Hickory 
street. Caspar Clispy, a would-be suitor 
of Anson’s daughter Mary, aged 20, and 
who had been forbidden the house, en­ 
tered while the family were at break­ 
fast, and w ithout a word of warning 
drew two revolvers and comenced firing. 
The first shot fired struck Mr. Anson 
and inflicted a fatal wound. Another 
bullet struck Mary on the head, but 
glanced around nnder th e scalp, and she 
will recover. 
Her younger sister, Agnes, 
received 
a 
ball 
above 
the 
left 
temple, which 
penetrated the brain, 
and she cannot live throngh the night. 
Michael Anson, a lad of 15 years, grap­ 
pled with the murderer and was phot in 
the arm , but not badly hurt. Clispy 
then dropped one of his pistols and run­ 
ning up to the second floor of the house, 
fired three bullets into his head and soon 
died. Clispy 
was 
a 
m achinist and 
worked in the Missonri Pacific ehops 
with Anson. 
Mary did not care for him 
but he persistently thrust his attentions 
on her. It is said that Anson learned 
th a t Clispy was addicted to the use of 
opium and fcrbade him the house. Mary 
also refused to see him again. On learn­ 
ing this, it is said, he threatened to have 
blood, but little attention was paid to 
his threats. 
Anson died at the hospital 
this afternoon.

N ew O r l e a n s, December 7.—The re­ 
mains of Jefferson Davis are lying in 
state in the council cham ber of the City 
Hal). The coffin rests npon a catafalque 
devoid of m uch orqpm entation. The 
casket has a silver plate upon which 
is the simple inscription: 
“ Jefferson 
Davis—At R est,” with the date of hiB 
death. 
Badges of Confederate associa­ 
tions, the flag of the W ashington A rtil­ 
lery carried through the war, a bunch of 
wheat, and a pair of crossed Spanish 
daggers, fastened together with a purple 
ribbon, are the only other ornam ents. 
The room \s lit np by clusters of 
electric lights, their brilliancy being 
dimmed by the sable drapery. 
Sol­ 
diers in uniform stand guard. 
Stacks 
of arm s and cannon fill the corners of 
the cham ber, and 
all 
around 
the 
walls are rows of plants and ehrubbery. 
Since early m orning people have been 
pouring in to take a last look at the d ead ; 
all classes are represented in th e proces­ 
sion by the bier. The num ber of colored 
people is m arked. 
The mourning is 
general. 
Every place of prom inence in 
the city haB put on black. 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT NOTIFIED. 
This morning a telegram was B6nt by 
Mayor Shakespeare to Secretary of War 
Proctor, officially notifying him of the 
death of ex-Secretary Davis and the date 
of the fnneral. . 
Mayor Shakespeare today issued a 
proclamation calling 
on 
commercial 
bodies and citizens in g9neral to decorate 
their houeea with appropriate mourning, 
and observe the day of the funeral by a 
general suspensión of business. 
“ A life 
so pure, a career so illustrious,” con­ 
tinues the Mayor, “ may well se^ve as an 
exam ple to rising generations and it is 
recommended th at the echools be closed 
and 
that the children 
attend 
the 
funeral.” 
THE INFLUX OF VISITOR8. 
The influx of visitors has already com­ 
menced and there will be m ore people 
here the day of the funeral than on the 
carnival occasion. The rem ains of the 
deceased were viewed by a large maes of 
people today. The Army of Northern 
Virginia’s tomb in M etarie cem etery has 
been chosen as the temporary resting 
place. Governor Lowry, of Mississippi, 
has issued a proclamation calling on the 
people generally to hold mem orial ser­ 
vices on the day of the foneral. 


VIRGINIA’S SYMPATHETIC CHORDS. 
R ic h m o n d , 
December 
7.—Governor 
Lee sent the following telegram to Mrs. 
D avis: “ The sym pathetic chords of the 
hearts of our people are deeply touched 
a t the loss of one we have ever regarded 
with the greatest affection and th e mem ­ 
ory of whose valor and virtues we will 
ever hold sacred.” 
The Legislature today adopted a reso­ 
lution of condolence with the fam ily of 
Jefferson Davis, simply eulogizing the 
dead chieftain. 
The resolutions say in 
closing: “ The historians of the future 
will assign to this hero of the Lost Cause 
place among the wise and good m en of 
all ages.” .

adopted lengthy resolutions, from which 
the following extract is ta k en : “ 8ingled 
out at the close of the war as the victim 
of malignant hate and persecution, be 
bore himself with high courage and 
lofty consciousness of right, to win, in 
even a greater degies than before, the 
esteem and affection of the people whom 
he had in other years so faithfully served. 
Theee vicarious Bufferings for th e deeds 
of the southern people, doubly endeared 
him to our hearts.” 
The resolutions request th at the public 
and private buildings of the city be 
draped íq mourning. 


ALABAMA’S WISH. 
M o n tg o m e ry , Ala,, December 7.—A 
meeting of the Confederate Survivors' 
Association was held last night to make 
arrangements for memorial services on 
ihe day of the funeral. 
Governor Seay 
sent a telegram to Mrs. Jefferson Davis, 
saying: 
“ It is the wish of onr people 
th at his grave be made beneath the mon­ 
um ent to the Confederate dead on Capi­ 
tol Hill, in Montgomery, hard by the 
very Cradle of the Confederacy.” 
The Governor today issued a procla­ 
mation eulogizing Jefferson Davis, whose 
fame, he said, is the common heritage of 
the people of every Southern State, and 
calling on th e people to meet together on 
the day of th e funeral and show their 
reverence for the illustrious dead.

The modus operandi 
is simple in the extreme. The operator, 
for instance, gets permission to insert 
the card of a dentist, a real estate agent, 
a dry goods merchant, or what not. He 
then hies him to his metal box and takes 
out a lump of stereotyped matter labeled 
according to sample, probably himself 
sets up the name of the firm, and the 
job 1b done. These enterprises are very 
likely patronised on the principle* that 
they are cheap, The truth is that they 
are dear at nothing. The business men 
of Los Angeles should learn that in their 
own responsible and established press 
they have the best and surest guarantee 
of publicity, and it is such advertising 
that pays, even though it shonld seem to 
cost a little more than the fake staple. 


S o m c th ln c A b o u t U e n tr a llz a tlo u 
The Tribune hints that we have dis­ 
covered the centralizing tendency of 
President Harrison's message. We dis­ 
like to descend from the epic dignity of 
editorial narrative, bnt we feel con 
strained to plead gnilty through the 
medium of the word “sorter.” The 
Tribune then proceeds to enumerate 
number of things that have had a cen­ 
tralizing tendency, some of which we 
approve heartily, such as the abolition 
of slavery, the preservation of theUnioD 
etc. That is a kind of centralization 
that we heartily like, and we readily 
condone any little temporary deflection 
given to the Constitution to accomplish 
it. But Mr. Harrison, in his message, 
trotted ont the genuine old blue law Fed­ 
eralism of John Adams and his follow­ 
ers. First, the Executive most go out 
of his way to notice the Field-Terry 
episode, 
and 
to 
predicate 
apon 
that unfortunate affair a suggestion 
that 
our 
Jaws 
shonld 
be 
modified as to make the jurisdiction 
of a Federal Judge extend wherever be 
might choose to dine, and recommending 
that all Federal subordinates, Marshals 
Deputy Marshals, jurors, witnesses and 
what not, shonld be set aside from the 
body of their fellow citizens and regarded 
as a privileged class, cognizance of their 
Infractions of the law, if Bnchimmaculate 
creatures conld infringe the law, 
to be taken only before a Federal 
coart. Next he suggests that the 
right to conduot their own elec­ 
tions should be taken away from the 
people cf the states and placed in the 
hands of Federal myrmidons, at once 
brushing away the last vestige of the 
reserved rights of the states. These 
suggestions not being sufficiently cen­ 
tralizing, Mr. Harrison adopts the spirit 
of the Blair bill, and gives his adhe 
sion to the idea that the Federal govern­ 
ment ought, practically, to take charge 
of education in the several States, 
or at least unconstitutionally appropriate 
the people’s money to ladle out larniu 
to the colored man and brother. If this 
is not centralisation of all power in the 
national government, we wonld like to 
kuow what would be. The ghost of old 
Job n Adams mnst have smiled with joy 
us he contemplated his promising pupil. 
Fortunately the American people are not 
fools and they can pall ap the Republi­ 
can party in its march to the subversion 
of the true principles of onr government 
as quickly as they twice did the party 
of Calhoun at two memorable eras of our 
hietory. A journal that announced that 
Mr. Harrison’s message was in fa7orof 
silver, however, can eearcely be expected 
to see things ae they are. The President 
is not in favor of centralisation. Oh, nol 
It is some other man who looks, acts and 
talks like him, end manages to slip into 
the Execntive chair at intervals, while 
its rightful occupant is out shaking 
hands with the hayseeds. 


F kw of our people stop to consider the 
amount of interest money which is 
yearly sent up to Ban Francisco from 
Los ADgeles. 
A number of gentlemen 
who are specially conversant with euch 
m atters place the sum as high bb $36,000 
a month, or $432,000 per annum. This 
shows that the capitalists of San Fran­ 
cisco are not afraid to lend their money 
in large sums in this section. The Ger­ 
man Savings and Loan Society of the 
Golden Gate alone have upwards of 
$3 000,000 placed on Los Angeles real 
estate. The question is whether, with 
onr ten commercial and five Savings 
Banks, it would not have been wiser to 
have kept this large amount of interest 
money at home? Placed in circulation, 
it would have no insignificant influence 
in relieving the stringency of the money 
market. 


T h e producers of Los Angeles have 
dene an excellent thing in the organiza­ 
tion yesterday of the Producers’ Union, 
with ex-Senator Cornelius Cole as Presi­ 
dent. For a long time some such con­ 
cert of action has been needed, and the 
movement grew out of suggestions made 
by members of the National Grange dur­ 
ing their recent visit to this sec 
tion. The plan embraces the col­ 
lection of 
etatistics as to articles 
consumed in Los Angeles which could 
be raised here that are imported from 
abroad, the obtaining of more favorable 
rates of transportation from the railway 
and steamship companies, the establish­ 
ment of co-operative creameries, cheese 
factories, and pork and meat packing 
works, and the arrangement for such 
handling of the products of tho farm as 
will not give middlemen the lion’s share 
of the profits. The Union starts off with 
a strong membership, and it can be 
made the means of enriching the 
farmer incalculably, if intelligently ad 
ministered. The French vignerons have 
attained their high state of prosperity 
by this principle of co-operation. Every 
dozen or so vineyards which adjoin each 
other have their co-operative winery, 
and the vine-grower is thus enabled to 
grade and hold his wines for fair prices. 
The H b b ald hails the new departure 
with enthusiasm, and augurs well for the 
future from the spontaneity and purpose 
with which the producers are comiDg to 
the center. 


T h e Express says that we have been 
drawing comparisons between the ras­ 
cals and defaulters of the two great 
parties, and suggests that Silcott figures 
in the telegrams. Oar energies in that 
line have been confined to Los Angeles 
county, and we have aimed to enforce a 
purely local moral since President Cleve­ 
land gave us such an excellent set of 
officials. Mr. Harrison’s crop of relations 
have not yet had time to prove their 
mettle. And this gives as another op­ 
portunity to emphasize the striking fact 
that neither the city nor the county of 
Los Angeles has ever lost a dollar 
through the defalcation of a Democratic 
official. No wonder the Express thinks 
"comparisons are odorous.” 


T u b H k k ai.d has it on what it deomB 
excellent authority that Mr. John D, 
Spreckels has bought a ono-third interest 
in Redondo Beach, and will hereafter 
associate himself with Captains Ains­ 
worth and Thompson in the develop 
ment of that promising harbor. The 
Spreckels family are specially go-a-heada- 
tive and we may look for some striking 
new developments at the beach shortly, 
There is considerable talk of a steel 
wharf and even a breakwater at Re­ 
dondo. One very noticeable fact in con­ 
nection with this new marine candidate 
for public favor is that already a very 
large amount of business is being done 
there. 
______ _ 
The people of Srfn Bernardino riounty 
justly pride themselves upon the fact 
that during the past year a million dol­ 
lars came into that county from the 
orange crop alone. Miracles of horti­ 
cultural development have been reported 
from Redlands and half a dozen other 
points, and still the good work goes on 
Oranges pay, and pay largoly, especially 
when they are of the exquisite Redlands 
and Riverside varieties. In Los Angeles, 
also, as we have repeatedly shown, the 
work of setting out oranges, olives, wal- 
touts and a half a score of other profitable 
specialties, is going forward at a most 
gratifying pace. 


I t is astonishing the extent to which 
men of good business qualifications in 
other lines will allow themselves to be 
taken in by faking advertising scheme'*, 
engineered by irresponsible persoD sfrom 
abroad. We have nnder onr eye at this 
writing a publication called “ Household 
Topics.” Its fourth page is taken up by 
a lot of paid locals, not one of which was 
written up specially for the firm whose 
card figures at the top of the article. 
The reading matter is stereotyped, 
la of the most general and in­ 
definite character, and has

There is not a line of it all which was 
gotten np with a view to any house in 
Los Angeles. All that is needed is to 
clsp the name of a prominent firm over 
the head of the metal plates, and presto!

S an F ra ncisco, December 7.—The 
United States steamer Thetis arrived 
here from the Arctic today, having com­ 
pleted an eight months' cruise. The 
Thetis was caught in an ice pack near 
Point Barrow, August 18th, and nar­ 
rowly escaped destruction. 
Captain 
Stockton reports that every effort was 
made to save the ship, and that 
the officers and men exerted themselves 
to the utmost. After being fast in the 
ice four and a half days a slight opening 
vra^ made, and the ramming process was 
adopted and kept up nntil the vessel was 
free.

A B f a t l o u a l O r g a n i z a t i o n E f f e c t e d . 
T h e P r o d u c e r s ’ C rle v a u c e s . 
W ashington, 
December 6.— At the 
wool-growers’ 
convention today, the 
National Wool-Growers’ Association of 
the United 8tates was organised by the 
adoption of a constitution and the elec­ 
tion of the following officers to serve one 
y ear: Columbus Delano, Ohio, P « b|- 
d e n t; J . T. R ich, Michigan, Vice-Presi­ 
d en t; C. H. Beall, W est Virginia, Irea3- 
n re r; George H . Wallace, Missouri, 
Socretary, and Davis Cousitt, New York, 
Assistant Secretary. 
E. N. Bissell, Ver­ 
m ont; W. L. Black, Texas, and John 
McDowell, Pennsylvania, were selected 
to act with the officers of the association 
as an Executive Board. 
The committee 
appointed to draft an ^address to the 
wool-growers of the United States will 
publish an address at an early date. 
One of the principal subjects discussed 
today was the under-valuation of so- 
called ring waste. During the last year 
the importation of this so-called waste 
equaled the entire wool clip of either the 
8tateo of Ohio or Texas. 
It was argued 
th a t it is superior for nearly all wool 
manufacturing purposes to the finest 
scoured wool in this country, and yet 
pays a duty of only ten cents a pound, 
when it should pay, upon a proper and 
just classification, thirty to sixty cents 
per pound. Last year about 24,000,000 
pounds of this wool was imported, pi in- 
cipally from England, and sold in the 
m arkets of this country at from sixty- 
two to 
sixty-five 
cents 
a 
pound, 
while, in the 
same 
markets, fine 
scoured California wool sold at 55 cents 
per pound. 
It was also stated that this 
fine grade of wool was m anipulated by 
machinery before shipm ent especially 
constructed to coil it into small rings in 
imitation of waste, for the sole purpose 
of evading the law and avoiding the pay­ 
m ent of the just customs duties. 
A committee waited upon Secretary 
W isdom this afternoon and presented a 
protest. The Secretary stated that he 
was engaged in a thorough investigation 
of the subject, and full justice will be 
done the wool growing interests. 
The 
next annual meeting will be held in 
Chicago, t£ie second W ednesday of Juno 
next.

of compnlsory taxation; all other statutes, 
precedents and customs that in any 
way 
conflict with the law of equal 
freedom.” 
It farther dem ands the collective or 
State ownership and control of all high­ 
ways, waterways, railways, telegraphs, 
telephones, canals, ditches, reservoirs, 
etc., and th e municipal ownership and 
control of all waterworks, illuminating 
and public heating plants, street rail­ 
ways, cable lines, etc. 
The Individualist boldly claims that 
"T he 
New 
Abolition” embodies in 
essence the real aims and desires of the 
Farm ers’ 
Alliance, 
the 
Agricultural 
W heel, the K nights of Labor, trades 
anions and federations of trades, the 
Union Labor, U niled Labor and Green­ 
back parties, and fehe reasonable de­ 
m ands of all rational Nationalists, So­ 
cialists, Communists and Anarchists. It 
farther claims th at this movement will 
be backed on the start-out with at least 
1,600,000 votes, and that it will shake 
th e country from center to circumfer­ 
ence.

The County Convention Held 
Last Week. 


SOME INTERESTING SPEECHES. 


Bssolations 
Adopted 
on T ar ions 
Subjects—A Chinese Speaker 
to the F ront. 


Last Tuesday and Wednesday, in the 
First Congregational church of this city 
occurred the largest and most successful 
convention ever held by the Los Angeles 
County Sabbath 
School Association. 
Last year no convention was held, and 
it was mainly through the personal ef­ 
forts of Mr. fi. W. Spencer and the co­ 
operation of a small committee, consist­ 
ing of Dr. B. Todd, James Grant, W. B. 
Scarborough, Dr. J. M. Boal, Rev. C. W. 
Heisler, Rqv. E. R. Brainerd, George T. 
Ranley and Chas. E. Day, that the con­ 
vention of tho past week became a fact. 
Members of all Protestant Sunday 
schools were eligible as members of the 
convention, and to the number of over 
600 they gathered to the five sessions, 
commencing at 2 p. m. on Tuesday and 
concluding with the evening session the 
following day. 
A well arranged programme had been 
prepared by Mr. Spencer, and with a few 
trifling changes was strictly adhered to. 
The first session, on Tuesday afternoon, 
was devoted to preparatory work. Rev. 
J. H. Phillips conducted the devotional 
exercises. 
Brother R. G. Hutchins de­ 
livered an appropriate address of wel­ 
come. A Committee on Nominations, of 
which O. E. Day was Chairman, and one 
on Credentials, of which Geo. T. Hanley 
was Chairman, were appointed. Rev. W. 
A. Waddell, of San Pedro, delivered a 
most excellent address on “ Who Shall 
Be Officers anu Teachers?" E. S. Field 
spoke on “ The Needed Tools for Sunday 
School Work." 
Dr. R. 8. Cautine dis­ 
cussed “ Wise Organization," suggesting 
a graded system for Sunday schools as 
well as for public schools. Each of these 
subjects, 
as 
well 
as 
all 
others 
discussed 
during 
the 
convention, 
was 
introduced 
in 
a ten - minute 
speech 
by 
the 
person 
indicated 
on the programme, and then commented 
upon by any person who choBe to do so. 
These exercises were interspersed with 
musical selections rendered under the 
leadership uf C. E. Day, which were not 
the least pleasing feature of the conven­ 
tion. One song, “The Sure Foundation," 
was rendered at every session, some good 
voice singing the stanzas, and the chorus, 
which was printed on cards and pro­ 
grammes, was rendered by all in the 
house. The chorus was short, and for a 
long time to come the participants in the 
convention will find themselves involun­ 
tarily singing: 
"Some build their hopes on the ever drifting 
•end. 
Some on their fame, or their treasure, or their 
land: 
Mine's on a Bock that forever wllUtand, 
Jesus, the 'Rock of Agee.'” 
The evening session, after a half-hour 
Bong service and the devotional exer­ 
cises by Rev. Dr. Finley, was occupied 
by three speakers. Dr. F. B. Cherring- 
ton discussed the need for Bible study 
by Sunday school teachers. Dr. D. Read 
spoke of the dangers the Sunday school 
is threatened with, including “ Roman­ 
ism, socialism and the indiscriminate 
reading of trashy and atheistic litera­ 
ture." Rev. E. E. P. Abbott, of Sierra 
Madre, concluded with on address on 
“The Chosen Workmen." 
Wednesday morning’s 
session waa 
opened by liev. J. B. Jones. A Resolu­ 
tion Committee, of which Rev. D. R. 
Coin rev, of Monrovia, was Chairman, 
and a Finance Committee, consisting of 
J. J. Gosper, F. J. Cressey, J. G. Ogilvie 
and Messrs. Chamberlain and Stern 
were appointed. 
“ Order of Exercises” 
was the theme 
of 
Mr. 
Geo. 
T. 
Hanley’s speech. 
Rev. J. H. Col­ 
lins and Chas. Allin spoke of having 
the “ Right man in the right place." 
Rev. I. M. Condit read an interesting 
paper on work among the Chinese in 
this country. He answered the ques­ 
tion. “Can Chinamen become Christi­ 
ana?" with an emphatic affirmative. 
Then came the most interesting part of 
the morning programme: Four little 
Chinese children, between the ages of 
three and eight, were brought upon the 
platform and went through several per­ 
formances common to kindergartens, 
singing two or three little songs, reciting 
scripture verses in concert, and going 
tnruugh a movement song as well as 
white children of the same size could be 
expected to. 
They were roundly ap­ 
plauded. They were followed by two 
young Chinese men with unpronounce­ 
able namee, who addressed the conven­ 
tion in well chosen language and English 
of greater purity of pronunciation than 
that employed by the average American. 
A blind man would not have known that 
a Chinaman was talking. 
Rev. H. W. Crabbe opened the after­ 
noon eession. On the report of the 
Nomination Committee the 
following 
officers were elected: President, E. W. 
Spencer, re-elected; Corresponding Sec­ 
retary, James G rant; Recording Secre­ 
tary, Miss Mary Elliott; Treasurer, Mise 
N. E. McLellan; Executive Committee, 
M. L. Wicks, Mrs. Cressey, Mrs. L. D. 
Moore, fherlea E. Day and William 
Rommell. Mrs. Beeson, Mrs. Book and 
Mrs. Pomeroy sang “ The Watered Lil­ 
lies,” with a recitation by Laura Char- 
nock. A collection amounting to $28.83 
was 
taken 
up, 
then followed toe 
programme as printed. Rev. A. W. 
Rider introduced the subject: “Aim in 
Teaching," with an impassioned ad­ 
dress. Rev. D. H. Colcord, of Mon­ 
rovia, spoke of “ The Manner of Teach­ 
ing," pointing 
out several common 
errors. An excellent paper on “The Ar­ 
rangement of the Primary Room," was 
read by Mrs. J. L. Russell, in which she 
insisted on good light, comfortable seats 
and decorated walls as important ad­ 
juncts of the best teaching. Rev. H. M. 
DuBose spoke of the “ Desired Results of 
Teaching." He was followed by E. B. 
Hays, on the same subject. 
The concluding session on Wednesday 
evening was full of interest. The church, 
capable of seating 1,000 people, contained 
scarcely a vacant seat. 
A resolution 
was introduced and adopted calling for a 
representative from the Los Angeles 
County Association to the State Associa­ 
tion meeting at Pacific Grove, next July, 
his expences to be paid from the county 
treasury. 
E. W. Spencer was elected 
delegate by a unanimous vote. 
Mrs. Scarborough led the Binging of 
the “ Sure Foundation.” 
Prof. 8torrs 
delivered a short address on the work 
accomplished by the convention. 
Rev. 
G. 
W. 
Heisler 
spoke 
of 
the 
“ Work 
Among the 
Chinese," giv­ 
ing the following statistics of work 
to in this city. The Chinese night school 
has thirty-five members; First Congre­ 
gational Chinóte class, twenty members; 


Presbyterian Chinese mission, eighteen; 
First Presbyterian Chinese class, twenty: 
Chinese Presbyterian chnrch, thirty-six; 
Baptist Chinese mission, thirteen; Metho­ 
dist mission, twenty-five; United Pres­ 
byterian night school, fifteen. Twelve 
Cninamen were here introduced upon 
the platform, and saug a selection in 
English in excellent style. 
The next speaker was Chan Tn Sing, 
who walked upon the stage and in a 
self-possessed manner spoke for about 
five minutes. 
A H e r a l d, reporter who 
was present took down the speech as de­ 
livered, and it is here given entire: 
“ Mb . C hairm an, L adies and G entle 
m en—I do not think there is any work I 
can do to justify yon in calling me one 
of the workmen of this convention. ‘The 
House Upon a Rock' has been finished. 
The plans were laid out, the foundations 
laid, the walls built and the inside finish 
marvelously put ou. I only come to ad­ 
mire the completed house of God. It 
must require patience and faith to erect 
this house, and I think you have both. 
In order to understand the hardships 
the workmen have undergone, we must 
step over the sea to Jerusalem, where 
a handful of despised fishermen, publi­ 
cans and women without a name laid the 
foundations ages ago. 
They were perse­ 
cuted, martyred and crucified. They 
were opposed by all the existing religicn?, 
but the foundations stood firm, for they 
were established upon a rock—Jesus, the 
“ Rock of Ages." Today the happy sodb 
of Greenland and the dark sons of Africa 
alike rejoice in the gospel of peace, 
while the children of the islands of the 
sea rejoice in the release from paganism 
and the beginning of a new life. Japan, 
the land of the sunrise, is rejoicing in the 
rising of thesun of righteousness. China, 
my native land, the dear “ Middlo King­ 
dom," has learned that though not the 
middle of the]world,it is the center of the 
devil’s empire. 
“ What does 
the 
introduction 
of 
Christianity into China mean ? It means 
death to the devil and all his works. By 
Christianity I mean Protestant Christian­ 
ity, for I 
consider the superstitions 
of 
Romanism

J. J. Gosper then 
called for a collection and $25 :)G was ob­ 
tained. 
A series of resolutions was 
adopted by a rising vote, embracing the 
following subjects: 
First. In favor of Sunday laws and 
opposing Snnday excursions, papers and 
all unnecessary work. 
Second. Pledging support to the W. C. 
T. U., Banda of Hope, etc., and recom­ 
mending a weekly lesson of five minutes 
duration in every Snnday school on the 
subject of temperance. 
Third. Against the uee of tobacco, 
especially of cigarettes by boys. 
Fourth. In favor of regular instruction 
for the Chinese. Separate schools where 
possible. 
Fifth. Thanks to those who had aided 
in making the convention a success, to 
the musicians, the people of the First 
Congregational church for use of build­ 
ing, and to the city press for faithful and 
correct reports. 
The convention closed with singing 
“ God be with You till We Meet Again," 
and benediction by Rev. R.G. Hutchins.

Continuation of the 
Murder Case. 
Glass 


THE OABRETT CASE IS COURT. 


The Prosecution Finishes the Intro- 
dnction of Testim ony—Inquest 
on J. B. Y oung. 


The preliminary exam ination of Felipe 
Chavez, charged w ith the m urder of 
Charlee John Glass, was resum ed at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning. The pro­ 
ceedings opened with th e testimony of 
Conductor Dowling, of th e Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company, who was in 
charge of train No. 17 on the m orning of 
Sunday, November 24th. 
H e testified as 
to having made an exam ination of the 
body with Engineer K elly, after the 
stopping of the train, and coi robora ted 
the tostiinony of Kelly and Stillwagon. 
Frank Snee, th e Spaniard who was 
arrested for complicity in the m urder, 
but who was subsequently discharged 
by the Sheriff from custody, next took 
the stand. 
ITa said th a t about# o’clock 
on 
B u d day 
morning 
he went from 
H unter’s house down to M irandotte’e 
saloon to look for his hat. 
He found it 
in the eurrey belonging to the Glass 
party, under the seat. 
Sweeney, one of 
the party, attem pted to stop him from 
taking the hat, but did not succeed. 
After securing it he went into the saloon 
and rem ained there. H e was not on the 
outside when the row occurred which 
resulted in Glass’ death. 
Dr. D. G. McGowan testified ns to the 
result of the 
autopsy, detailing the 
wounds and marks of violence found on 
the body. 
On being shown a glass bot­ 
tle by the District A ttorney, the witness 
stated that, in his opinion, sucha weapon 
would produce the wound found on the 
neck of the deceased. 
John H unter testified th a t he was pres­ 
ent at the H unter dance on Saturday 
night, November 23d last. Knew Glass 
by sight, and recognized him at the 
house. 
Saw him about 3 o’clock on Sun­ 
day morning at M irandotte’s saloon. A 
row occurred outside about hats, in 
which Glass, McMahon, Clark, Sweeney, 
Stevens, Snee and some other Mexicaus 
were involved. 
Snee’s h at was found 
under Sweeney’s coat. 
A nother fight, oc­ 
curred la'.er on, and some che called out 
to Glass 
from 
the surrey to come 
and help 
him . 
Glass 
rushed 
out 
of 
the 
ealoon, 
and 
the 
witness, 
who stood within twelve feet of the 
crowd, saw him strike at Chavez and 
miss him . Brunette, who was on the 
other side, struck Glass twice w ith his 
fist. Chavez then grabbed a whiskey 
bottle out of the witness’ coat pocket and 
as Glass came np B trn ck him on the head 
with it. The blacksm ith then walked 
over towards the fence and shouted, 
“ W here’s my coat? I ’ll fix th e — 1” 
On hearing this Chavez ran over to Glass 
and h it him on the head again with the 
bottle, knocking him down. At the close 
of his exam ination, court adjourned until 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clock. 
THE PROSECUTION RESTS. 


Hospital. 
H e testified that in response 
to a telephonic message from the Sher* 
iíTs office he went there on W ednesday 
afternoon and took charge of old Mr. 
Young. 
H e took him out to the hos­ 
pital, where the patient was examined 
by Dr. Pruett. 
After supper the old 
m ao was put 
to 
bed in W ard 11, 
in the custody of a nurse, and the wit­ 
ness did not see him again until the 
jpext 
morning. 
H is 
attention was 
then called to him by one of the inmates 
of the hospital, as the patient was wand­ 
ering a' out outside of the limits assigned 
to the inm stos. 
As the steward was 
busy, he did not im mediately recall the 
old m an, and a short time afterwards the 
pa'ient could not be found. 
The witness 
did not see him again until Friday m orn­ 
ing, when he identified his body. 
A. H. W ier, a track foreman, or “ sec­ 
tion boss,” in the employ of the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company, testified 
that while pasHing through the four-mile 
cut on a hand-car, at 7 :40 o’clock ou Fri­ 
day morning, he saw the body of an old 
mau lying upon a pile of rock?. The car 
being stopped, he made a brief exam ina 
tion of the body. 
Finding the old man 
was dead, the witness notified the an- 
tiorites. and informed the Coroner of his 
discovery. 
Nestor A. Young, tbe son of the de­ 
ceased, testified that be was Harbor Mas­ 
ter and Chief W harfinger of San Diego 
harbor. The deceased was a native of 
New Hampphire, 71 years of age, and a 
widower. 
H e bad no enemies that the 
witness knew of, and though his mental 
condition oi late had not been good, he 
did not believe it to be seriously affected. 
The witness knew nothing of his father’s 
death beyond what he had heard. 
Dr. T. J . McCarty testified th at he 
made a poet mortem examination npon 
the body of an old m au on Friday after­ 
noon last at the request of the Coroner. 
He detailed the external m arks of vio­ 
lence found upon the body as already 
published in the H eka’.d, and stated 
that in his opinion, death was caused 
by the deceased having been crushed 
between two opposing forces of unusual 
strength. In reply to a question by the 
Coroner, the witness explained that íd 
his opinion the rash of blood to the 
chest cavity im mediately 
upon 
the 
laceration of the heart would explain 
the absence of blood from the wounds in 
the throat and cheek. 
On hearing the facts as above stated 
the jury returned a verdict to the effect 
th at ‘‘the deceased came to his death from 
injuries sustained by violence, and wc 
believe that the said violence was caused 
by the deceased being struck or thrown 
by a train of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road Company. ” 


II19CELLANEOIIS. 


G a rre tt’s Side of tb e Story W ill Be 
T old M onday. 
W hen court assem bled yesterday in 
the G arrett case the prosecution put on 
L. D. Graves, of San B ernardino. He 
knew the G arretts in New Orleans, when 
Malia was 6 or 7 years old. 
H e recog­ 
nized her at once, and so he did her 
m other. The defense again waived their 
right to croBB-examine. 
Mrs. Watson, of the G irls’ H om e, wa3 
then called. She told of her acquaint­ 
ance w ith the G arretts from the time 
the Captain came to ask her to take 
M alia under her care. 
A t the first inter­ 
view G arrett told her Malia was his 
child by a woman nam ed Auuio Lewis. 
Ho said there was a vein of insanity in 
his fam ily and that Malia had it. She 
' showed it by tearing up a piece of cloth 
in the house. M rs. W atsou went to the 
house and took Malia away to the Home. 
The girl manifested great dread of her 
father, and did 
not 
wish 
to 
see 
him after she was put in the Home. 
M alia wanted to tell Mrs. Watson of her 
relations with her father, bat she would 
not allow it. Then M alia returned home 
through the advice of others. 
Mrs. 
Watson asked Captain G arrett’s permis­ 
sion to take Malia down town, and he 
told her to take Malia anyw here; that 
she might take her to any of the dens on 
Alam eda street, as he “ did not give a 
d— where she w ent.’’ A t another time 
G arrett said “ he would clean them all 
out.” He would commence with the 
oourt, and would “ clean out all Los An­ 
geles before he concluded hiB w ork;” 
th a t it would be published in every 
paper in the world that Captain G arrett 
had "cleaned out” the city of Los Ange­ 
les because be could not get justice. At 
the tim e the m arriage w ith Edgcomb 
was talked about, G arrett opposed it, 
and said that if th e witness helped to 
bring about the m arriage he (G arrett) 
would take desperate measures. Tuia 
witness was not cross-examined. 
F . E. Olds was sworn and testified 
th at G arrett introduced Malia to him as 
his daughter, and th at they occupied the 
same room where they lodged. 
H ere the prosecution “ rung in a cold 
deck,” as a spectator in the court pnt it, 
on the defense. 
W hen the nam e of Mrs. 
Burns was called few knew what was 
coming, but when it appeared that it was 
no other then Nettie Keyes, the sensa­ 
tion was high. 
I t h ad bean supposed 
th a t this witness would not appear, but 
she came iu and corroborated the testi­ 
mony of Miss Corbett as to the “ cooked 
testimony G arrett prepared for them in 
every material circumstance. 8he was ex­ 
plicit that the testimony in the court below 
was prepared by G arrett, aud that they 
agreed to so testify for fear of him . 
Her 
story was so nearly like that of Jo&ie 
Corbett that it is not necessary to repro­ 
duce it. 
M. L. Wicks told of the marriage of 
Malia and Edgcomb, and then the prose­ 
cution rested. 
As it was then late in the afternoon 
th e court adjonrned until M onday, wnen 
the defense will go on the stand, aud the 
public will see w hat they have in Btore. 


W iped tbe Street*

tion. A gentlem an in a road cart, driv­ 
ing a spirited horse, was thrown out 
backward near Twelfth street. H is foot 
caught in the reins and for two blocke 
he was dragged at a rapid rate through 
mud about a foot deep, in a sitting posi 
tion. At last something gave way and 
left him sitting in the m ud. 
His face 
was the only part of his body that was 
not thickly plastered with the black 
earth, and when he finally rose and 
stepped npon the sidewalk he was in 
such a dazed condition th at he could 
only reply to questions with a blank 
stare. 
At last he eeemed to recover and 
started off in pursuit of his horse at a 
pace th a t satisfied the spectators he was 
not seriously injured.

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JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


The Dead Statesman’s Life 
and Public Services. 


A RECORD 
OF 
OBEAT DEEDS. 


■ re n ts B efore, D u rin g and A fter th e 
L ate W ar B riefly S ketched for 
“ H erald ” R eaders. 


Jefferson Davis, who died at New 
Orleans Friday morning at 12:45, was 
born in that part ot Christian county, 
Kentucky, which now constitutes Todd 
eoonty in th a t State. 
H is father, Sam- 
■el Davie, served daring the Revolution­ 
ary W ar in the Georgia cavalry. 
W hile 
Jefferson was still in his infancy, the 
family removed from Kentucky to a 
place near Woodville, in 
Wilkinson 
eoonty, M ississippi. The young man 
had entered Transylvania College, Ken­ 
tucky, when in 1824 President Monroe 
appointed hiiu to the U nited States Mili­ 
tary Academy at W est Point. W hen he 
graduated in 1828 he was appointed to 
the F irst Infantry, and took part in the 
Black H aw k Indian war of 1831-2. He 
resigned from the arm y in 1835, and soon 
after m arried the daughter of Zachary 
Taylor, who wae then a Colonel in the 
arm y. 
Yonng Davis, meeting with some op­ 
position in his suit, romantically eloped 
with Miss Taylor. 
The young' couple 
settled near Vicksburg, and Davis be­ 
came a cotton planter. 
He pursued this 
quiet sort of life until 1843, when he was 
drawn into politics in the Polk campaign. 
H e made a reputation in Mississippi as a 
public speaker, and was an elector on 
the Polk and Dallas ticket. In 1845 be 
was elected to Congress, and at once 
took an active part in the debates of the 
House. 
W hen the Mexican war broke out 
Davis resigned his seat in Congress to 
take command of the First Mississippi 
Volunteers, and joining his regiment at 
New Orleans be led it to the front to re­ 
inforce General Taylor on 
the 
Rio 
G rande. At the battle of Monterey, ond 
also at th at of Buena Vista, he dis­ 
played great courage and much m ilitary 
skill. In the latter battle he was se­ 
verely wounded, but kept his saddle 
until the fight was ended. The Com­ 
mander-In-Chief complimented him for 
his coolnesB and gallantry in a dispatch 
of March 6,1847. 
On his return at the close of the war, 
in August 1847, the Governor of M ississ­ 
ippi appointed him to fill a vacancy in 
the United States Senate. 
The next 
spring he was elected to the plac9, and 
re-elected in 1850 for a full term. The 
next year he resigned his seat in the 
Senate and returned home to be the 
8tates’ Rights candidate for Governor of 
Mississippi. H e was defeated by a small 
majority. In 1852 he was very active in 
his support of Franklin Pierce,the Demo­ 
cratic candidate for the Presidency. In 
Mr. Pierce’s Cabinet Mr. Davis was Sec­ 
retary of War. H e introduced many 
changes in the arm y, all of great advan­ 
tage. and did much to promote harbor 
defenses. 
In the Senate Mr. Davis had 
advocated the construction of a railroad 
to the Pacific. As Secretary of W ar he 
had charge of the surveying parties sent 
cut to locate the most feasible route for 
this great public work. 
At the close of Pierce’s term Davis 
again entered the Senate. The great 
questions dividing the North and South 
were already being earnestly discussed 
in the Senate, and Davis and Stephen 
A. Douglas 
often 
met 
in debate. 
In 
1858 
he 
made 
a 
tour 
of the Eastern States speaking in public 
in many of the large cities. 
When the 
Democratic Convention met in 1860 Mr. 
Davis had a number of votes for the 
Presidency, although his friends an 
nounced that he did not desire to be the 
candidate of the party. 
Before Congress met in this memor­ 
able year President Buclianan invited 
Mr. Davis to Washington to make sug­ 
gestions as to the forthcoming message. 
On the 10th of January, 1861, Mr. I)avi9 
made a speech in Congress in which he 
asserted the right of secession, denying 
the right of coercion and urging that the 
garrison be withdrawn from FortSam ter. 
His own State, Mississippi, had passed 
the Secession bill the day before. Davis 
was officially informed of this on Janu­ 
ary 24th, and at once resigned his seat 
and went South. 
He had already been appointed to the 
command of the arm y of the State with 
the rank of Major-General, which office 
he held less than a month, for on the 
18th of February, 1861, he became Presi­ 
dent of the Confederate States. The at­ 
tack on Fort Sumter on the 12th of April 
following began the war. The Confeder­ 
ate capital was soon removed from Mont­ 
gomery, Alabama, to Richmond, Vir­ 
ginia. Prior to this an army of 30,000 
had been raised in the Old Dominion, 
and the President of the Confederacy 
spent his time in drilling the men. On 
the 1st of July Davis left the capital for 
Manassas, where he arrived just in time 
to witness the closing of the battle of 
Bull Run, when victory 
perched so 
proudly on tho banners of the South. 
For some months little was done in the 
way of active hostilities. 
Both arm ies 
had discovered the need of organization 
and diecipline. M eantime the southern 
Írivateer ships, the Savannah and the 
efferson Davis, bad been taken by the 
vessels of the U nited States, and the 
erews tried for piracy. This raised the 
question 
of 
the treatm ent of pris­ 
oners 
on 
both 
sides, 
and 
Davis 
ordered 
measures 
of 
retaliation 
to 
be resorted to. Fourteen U.iion prison­ 
ers were selected by lot to be held as 
hostages for the safety of the crews ot the 
captured shipe. This was the cause of 
the formation of a cartel for the exchange 
of prisoners. In November 18G1 an elec­ 
tion for President was held in the Con­ 
federate 
States, Mr. 
Davis 
having 
been ohosen before by the Provisional 
Congress. 
He was elected by the popu­ 
lar vote, no one opposing him . The first 
Congress m et on the 18th of February, 
1802, and DaviB was inaugurated on the 
22d of February. The Confederacy had 
just m et its first reverses in the fall of 
Forts H enry and Donaldson. In the fall 
of the year the Union forces captured 
New Orleans, and then began murmers 
of discontent in the South with Mr. 
Davis’ policy. 
W hen the Confederate 
Congress m eta sweeping conscription law 
was passed, which the President re­ 
luctantly consented to. I t was resisted 
in places, and Joeeph E. Brown, Gover­ 
nor of Georgia, carried on a lively con­ 
troversy with the President, disputing 
the constitutionality of the measure. 
President Lincoln bad issued his proc­ 
lamation em ancipating all slaves on the 
1st of January, 1863. Before the end of tbat 
year Vicksburg and Port Hudson were In 
the hands of the Federal troope. The 
finances of the South had nothing to 
reBt upon excepting the Buccess of the 


cause. 
These reverses and the vast 
armies 
the 
Northern 
States 
had 
demonstrated their ability to put in the 
field, and reinforce as necessity m ight 
demand, bad a m ost depressing effect on 
the credit of Mr. Davis’ government. 
The battle of Gettysburg had taken 
place iu July, and the President was 
held 
by 
his 
opponents 
as 
di­ 
rectly responsible 
lor the 
advance 
into 
Pennsylvania. 
Tr>e arm y was 
poorly fed and poorly clad. 
Their arm s 
were old and out of repair, and am muni­ 
tion was insufficient. 
Food was scarce 
all over the South, and the currency wae 
depreciated to a terrible degree. 
There 
were a great m any Union prisoners held 
in the South, but they could not be ex 
changed because of a dispute about the 
negro troope, whom the Confederacy re­ 
fused to recognise as prisoners of war. 
At last so scarce was food that Mr. Davis 
says in his own book: “ We offered to 
the U nited States Government their sick 
and wounded without any equivalent.” 
The year 1864 opened with several 
successes of the Confederate arm s in 
Florida and other parts of the South. 
But these did not last. 
Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston was removed from the com­ 
mand 
of 
the 
arm y 
opposing 
General 
Sherman 
in 
Georgia, and 
Gen. 
John 
B. 
Hood 
was 
put 
in his place. This was on the 17th of 
July. 
On the 1st of September Hood 
was forced to evacuate Atlanta. Davie 
went in person to the front and tried in 
all ways to stay the tide of battle which 
had set agaiuBt his cause, and to keep 
Sherman irom reaching the sea. Propo­ 
sitions to offer to treat for peace with the 
North had already begun to be put for­ 
ward. Efforts were made in this direc­ 
tion, but they were of no avail. 
Presi­ 
dent Davis in all bis messages breathed 
a spirit of the highest hopes. 
He made 
speeches to fire the patriotism of the 
South to still greater efforts. 
But Sher­ 
man marched steadily towards the sea 
and Houd’s campaign in Tennessee was 
most disastrous. As Hood took leave 
of his arm y in January, 1865, he said cf 
this campaign, “ I alone am responsible 
for its conception.” In the meantime 
General G rant was steadily advanc­ 
ing on 
Richmond, and the clouds 
were gathering thick and threatening 
over the Confederate cause. Ou Sunday, 
April 2, 1865, President Davie sat in his 
pew in 8t. Paul’s church, Richmond, 
when a telegram was handed him an- 
nounciog that General Ives had beeu 
forced to evacuate Petersburg, and that 
the capital must be abandoned. 
That 
evening the President of the Confeder­ 
acy, with his Cabinet, went by train to 
Danville, 
la less than a week he was 
forced again to move, this time to Char­ 
lotte. 
Here he heard of the assassina­ 
tion of Lincoln. Davis moved south, 
and on May 10th, at Irwinsville, Georgia, 
he and his entire party were captured by 
a body of cavalry under Lieutenant- 
Colouel Prichard. 
He was taken to 
Fortress Monroe and kept in confinement 
for two years. 
Congress at various tim es attempted 
to force the trial of Mr. Davis on a 
charge of treason, with complicity in the 
assassination of 
Mr. Lincoln added. 
Various reasons for the delay were given 
by the President and Chief 
Justice 
Chase. On the 8th of May, 1866, he was 
indicted for treason by a Grand Jury of 
the United StateB Court for the district 
of Virginia, sitting at Norfolk, under 
Judge Underwood, the charge of com­ 
plicity in the death of Lincoln having 
bsen dropped. On the 13th of May, 18671 
he was brought before the court a t Rich­ 
mond on a writ of habeas corpas, and 
adm itted to bail in the sum of $100,000 
The first nam e on the bail bond was 
tbat of Horaco Greeley. 
The ex-Preei- 
dent of the Confederacy was enthusias­ 
tically received 
at 
Richmond. 
He 
then visited New York, then Canada, 
and dnring the summer of 1868 he went 
to England. 
He was never brought to 
trial, a nolle prosequi being entered in 
tho case by the United States Govern­ 
ment in December, 1868. 
For awhile he was President of a life 
insurance company at Memphis. In 1879 
Mrs. Dorsey, of Beauvoir, Mississippi, 
bequeathed to him her estate. Toere he 
quietly lived to the tim e of hie last ill­ 
ness. In 1876, when a bill was pending 
before Congress to remove all political 
disabilities from these who took part 
w ith the South in the war, Jam es G. 
Blaine offered an am endm ent excluding 
from the benefits of this act Mr. Davis. 
Blaine 
in 
his 
speech 
in 
support 
of 
this 
said 
Davis 
was 
the 
author 
of 
the 
gigantic 
murders 
and criraeB at Andersonville. Senator 
Benjamin H. Hill, of Georgia, defended 
Davis. In 18G9, when a bill was pro­ 
posed pensioning the veterans of the 
Mexican war, Davis was specially ex­ 
cepted also from this. 
Mr. Davis’ last 
public appearance was at the great 
meeting 
cf Confederate 
soldiers in 
Montgomery, Alabama, on the 28th of 
April, 1886, at the dedication of the 
monument to the Confederate soldiers. 
During the past three years his life bae 
been very retired, and his last illness of 
a few days is fresh in the m inds of ail 
readers of tho papers. 
There are two biographies of the dead 
statesmen, both written by southern 
men. One is by Frank H. Alfried and 
represents the 
sentim ents 
of tho?e 
friendly to Mr. Davie. The other is by 
Pollard, editor of the Richmond Earo»»- 
tn«r, which opposed Davis while Presi­ 
dent and which held him personally re­ 
sponsible for the result of the war. Dur­ 
ing his years of retirem ent M r. Davis 
wrote a book, “ Tho Rise and Fall of the 
Confederate Government.” 


TH E RAIN. 


R eport off the Signal Office Com­ 
p ared W itliL u t Y ear. 
The Signal Station of this city reports 
a total of 10.75 inches of rainfall thus far 
this year. Enough has fallen already 
to make a fairly good total for an ordi­ 
nary year. From present appearances 
the total rainfall of the season will be 
nearer thirty than twenty inches. Daring 
the same period of time in 1888 the total 
fall had been only 4 42 inches, 6 32 
inches less than have fallen thie jeer. 
The average yearly fall of rain for this 
section, as shown by Signal Service sta­ 
tistics extending over a term of twelve 
years, is 16.52 inches, and as a general 
rule more than half of this quantity has 
been delivered after the first of the year. 
The present etorm, which is probably 
not yet over, commenced last Friday 
night. Up to noon yesterday .43 of an 
inch had fallen.

A PRODUCERS’ UNION. 


Steps are Taken to Effect 
Organization. 


A 
MEETING HEI.1) YESTERDAY. 


Views o f P ro m in e n t P ro d u cers—Com 
m ittees A ppointed— Purposes 
of th e U nion. 


Y esterday afternoon 
a num ber of 
prominent agriculturalist!* of this section 
m et at the rooms of the Cham ber of 
Commerce fur the purpose of organizing 
a Producers' Union. The movement has 
been under contemplation for some time, 
and was given special activity by the re­ 
cent visit of the Grangers to this city. In 
conversation with them , local producers 
learned of the vigorous efforts which are 
being made through the agricultural sec­ 
tions of the E ast to form combinations 
among farm ers for tho purpose 
of 
strengthening the m arket and of accom­ 
plishing by cooperation m any of the ends 
which private enterprise has failed to 
bring about. 
About tw enty persons were present, 
am ong them some of the largest pro­ 
ducers and most active workers in Los 
Angeles county. Senator Cole, of the 
Cabuenga district, presided, and Captain 
Grey, of A lham bra, acted as Secretary. 
8hort speeches were m ade by A. H. 
Danker, George Ii. Peck, of El Monte, 
Senator McComas, of Pomona, and J. B. 
Lankershim , of this city. On motion 
it was decided to organize at once, and 
the following were appointed a Commit­ 
tee on Constitution and By-Laws: Sena­ 
tor Cole, A. H . Denker,* J. B. Lanker- 
shim , Geo. H. Peck, J. A. McComas and 
Edward Grey. 
It was decidod to appoint at once a 
committee to ascertain and tabulate facts 
which could be used to dem onstrate to 
producers the necessity which prevailed 
for concerted action, also to show how 
far short this section fell of producing the 
articles which were needed for the sup­ 
port of its population. The following 
were appointed to undertake this w ork: 
I . R. Dunkelberger, E . W. Jones, H ar­ 
rison Fuller and K. H. H ewitt. 
A special invitation was ordered sent 
to the producers of Orange county to be 
present at the next meeting,at which the 
final organization should be consum­ 
m ated. The meeting will take place 
next Saturday morning at 10 o’clock, at 
the rooms of the Cham ber of Commerce. 
From the talk of those preeent at the 
meeting it appears very evident that the 
organization of the Union will be a 
success. 
It is in the handB of men who 
thoroughly understand the necessity 
which exists for united effort on the 
part of the producers of this locality, 
and who are also disposed to apply time 
and energy towards bringing it about. 
One of the speakers described in very 
effective style the difficulties which were 
encountered by the farm ers in disposing 
to advantage of the produce which they 
brought to market—how they frequently 
came iu with wagon-loads of potatoes, 
which they offered to one dealer after 
another all over town, w ithout finding 
one who would be willing to make a bid. 
They would take the potatoes back 
to th e ranch, and perhap3 a day or 
two later one of 
the dealers who 
had refused to buy would recoive large 
consignments of the same article of pro­ 
duce from Utah or the northern part of 
the State. I t was not because there was 
any desire on the part of local dealers to 
discriminate 
against the producers of 
this vicinity but because th e latter failed 
tc combine and organize a regular and 
reliable m arket of their produce. Local 
dealers, moreover, were not suitably 
supplied with warehouses so that it was 
not possible for them to buy produce 
when it was offerod and keep it until 
there was a dem and for it. There was 
no doubt that the farmers of this suction 
were doing good work and pro 'u cin g a 
satisfactory crop ot 
general produce, 
enough to supply the needs of the peo­ 
ple, but they were at tho mercy of indi­ 
vidual dealers who were not in poaition 
to buy and sell to the advantage either 
of th e producer or of themselves. 
It is the ultimate purpose of this 
organization, as outlined by the spaak- 
crs, to specially encourage "the produc­ 
tion of articles which can be raised in 
this vicinity, but which are now im­ 
ported from a distance, such as eggs, 
butter, cheese and m eats. To this end 
an effort will be made to arrange for the 
erection of creameries in various dis‘ricts 
where there are sufficient numbers of 
milch cows to w arrant the undertaking, 
and aiso of m eat packing and cold stor­ 
age establishments. 
The plan will be elaborated in detail 
at the next meeting. 


A GRAND STRUCTURE. 


K ncliH ai B ccnllad fl of the Slater»’ 
School on P iro Height». 
Some m onths ago th e papers had a 
good deal to say about the purchase of a 
piece of land on Pico street adjoining the 
Schumacher tract by the Sisters of the 
Imm aculate H eart, for the purpose of 
building a fine school. 
These Sisters 
have been in th e c ity . for a few years 
past and are now conducting a very suc­ 
cessful school on Los Angeles street di­ 
rectly back of the Cathedral. It is to 
furnish more ample accommodations for 
the growing needs of this institution that 
the land in question was bought. 
The 
Sisters of the Catholic church of several 
orders have been very enterprising of 
late in the way of putting up schools in 
this part of the State, and most particu­ 
larly bo in the im m ediate vicinity of 
Los Angeles. There is a fine building at 
R amona of this sort. There is another 
at Anaheim, of which the H e k a l d some 
weeks since made extended notice. The 
one on Pico H eights is a third, and 
already the foundations have been laid 
for a fourth on Boyle H eights. 
This 
last is tho largest of all, and is in charge 
of the Sisters of Charity, whose work in 
this city covers nearly half a century, 
and which has been carried out with so 
marked success. 
Soon after the lot on Pico Heights 
had been purehaced, Mr. Frank F. 
Capitan was given orden* to draw plana 
for a fine academy building to bo put on 
th e site. 
Mr. Capitan has been here 
some 
years, and daring 
that 
time 
he has made a 
reputation of 
the 
very first 
order 
iu 
his 
profi-.seiou. 
Ho has done a great deal of the heavy 
work of the city and all to the entire 
satisfaction of his patrons. 
Mr. Capitón 
has the reputation of being a very hard­ 
working, 
most 
painstaking architect, 
and as a result it is said he has cot made 
the least m istake even of a trivial char­ 
acter in any plan he has drawn. 
There 
is uo such thing as a hitch in his work. 
H e may well be prond of tha fine edifice 
on Pico H eights, with its beautiful pro­ 
portions, «olid construction and imposing 


appearance as it crowns the Heights and 
affords a view of the valley far and 
near. 
This academy of the 
Imm aculate 
H eart covers an area of 68x64 feet for 
the main building,with two wings on tha 
sides to the rear. The main building is 
basement and three full stories each six­ 
teen feet between joints. I t is all brick 
and iron of the most solid character. The 
basem ent covers the entire area, with 
corridors around the rear to afford pas­ 
sageways to the wings. This is to be 
used as a playroom. In addition to the 
heavy basem ent walls, there are two 
rows of iron pillars ten inches 
iu 
diamoter, sunk three feet below the sur­ 
face and resting on cement footings 4x4 
feet, with a granite block 36x12 inches 
on top. The floors above are carried on 
rolled iron beams sixteen inches deer, 
running both ways on these pillars. In 
the basem ent ef one of the wings are 
elaborate arrangements for the laundries. 
A 6team engine is among these. 
In the 
wing above is the kitchen, with its store­ 
rooms and pantries. The first floor of 
the maiu building contains on one side 
an am ple dining-room in the rear, with 
several muaic rooms in front. On the 
other side of the hall are the reception 
room and the chapel. The wide halls 
are a feature of the building. These run 
the whole length of the building both 
wavs on all the floors. The doors are all 
wide, giving ample means of exit should 
there at any time be need of hurry. The 
secoud floor is occupied by a domitory 
for the use of the bisters, an infirmary, 
sincing room and three large classrooms. 
In ihn third story is the dormitory for the 
use of the pupils, with lavatories and 
wardrobes attached. 
The dormitory is 
divided into sections, so that the small 
girls sleep separate from those of larger 
growth. There are lavatories attached 
to each section. On all the floors are 
ample bath rooms with all proper acces­ 
sories, and all doDe in the best m an­ 
ner. The doors between the rooms 
are all donbled and the partitions and 
ceilings 
are 
all 
covered 
with 
proper 
preparation 
to deaden 
the 
sound and prevent a class in one part of 
the school from disturbing pupils study­ 
ing in an adjoining room. 
There are 
ample accommodations made here for 
80 to 100 resident pupils. 
The grounds 
aro am ple, some six acres in area. 
The 
view is not surpassed in any part of this 
picturesque region. 
All around rise the 
mountains, Cabuenga pass in full view, 
and further off the snow-capped peaks of 
Antonio, Gorgonio and Jacinto. 
To the 
south and west lies the vast plain to the 
ocean at Santa M onica,Redondo and San 
Pedro. 
For the grounds $15,000 was paid, the 
building will cost $50,000, and the furni­ 
ture will come to $10,000. 
Thus the 
total outlay will be probably $75,000. 
The building is now nearly completed, 
and when the H e r a l d representative 
visited it yesterday he found the con­ 
tractor, Mr. S. G rant, driving the work 
along with all due dispatch. The stair­ 
way* are all very wide and nearly all 
finished. Here was where the work was 
concentrated yesterday. Mr. G rant has 
the contract for all the work in the 
building excepting the brickwork, which 
was done by Dominick Welsh. 
In 
spite of the busy nature of his undertak­ 
ing, Mr. Grant kindly showed the re­ 
porter all through the building, pointing 
out the heavy iron girders concealed in 
the walls to make them strong. 
H e is 
to 
be 
congratulated 
on 
the 
fine 
building 
he 
has 
erected 
here, 
as 
íb 
also 
Mr. 
W elsh for 
the 
solid 
brick 
pile 
he 
has 
upreared 
here. Mr. G rant is the contractor for 
the Sisters’ school on Boyle Heights too, 
the corner stone of which will be laid 
early in January. 
H e told the reporter 
that when that is finished he will be 
glad to show him over that structure too. 
And, by the way, Mr. G rant builds 
more than schools. 
He has done a good 
deal of the heavy work of this city for 
many years past. 
It is a pleasant thing to know that 
Los Angeles bae such capable w orl^rs 
in iron. 
Nearly all the work for the 
Sisters’ school was done here a t the 
ehops of the Llewellyn Brothers, who 
have made an excellent reputation in 
their lino since they began business in 
this city.
